The Church Litigation 





FORMER DECISION REVERSED 





We have been endeavoring to 
keep our people informed from 
time to time about this matter. 
Many have looked with long 
patience for the pending deci- 
sion in the Court of Civil Ap- 
peals. We are unable to give you 
the details, conditions and pro- 
visions of the decree only just 
to say that we are inform- 
ed (not officially however) that 
the decision is adverse and that 
the decree of the lower court is 
reversed. We have seen and read 
some newspaper reports and 
heard various rumors, but to 
this writing we are unable to 
give the facts in details. Our 
attorney will be in Knoxville to- 
morrow (Tuesday) for the pur- 
pose of looking into the matter 
and determining to what extent 
it is unfavorable to us, also to 
arrange for appeal to the 
Supreme Court of the State for 
final hearing, therefore it will be 
sometime yet before the final 
decision, settling the litigation 
is handed down and made effec- 
tive. 

While this is a surprise to all 
no doubt, I am of the firm belief 
that every official, minister 
and worker should hold steady, 
not be moved or shaken by this 
surprise and patiently await the 
final decree of the court of last 
resort. 


Many of our good people have 
been burdened and have been 
deeply concerned about this 
matter. Many have wished that 
it could have been avoided, but 
for your information and conso- 
lation I- will say that men who 
are truly acquainted with the 
affairs here and are known to be 
good friends to both parties have 
expressed themselves by saying 
that it is a matter to be regret- 
ted, yet could not be avoided. We 
who are in close touch with the 
situation are of the opinion that 
the final settlement will be best 
for all parties concerned.
